Hospital and District Office Work 

During the fiscal year a total of over 
1.000 persons, paid and volunteer, has I 
been engaged in Red Cross duty in 
hospitals or district offices of the U. S. 
Veterans' Bureau. An average'of 8,000 
new cases requires definite and par- 
ticular attention each month. The de- 
mand for Chapter-made articles for 
hospital patients is constant. 

During last year Service Claims and 
Information Service at National Head- 
quarters handled 37,200 compensation 
and insurance claims, 24,560 allotment 
and allowance cases, and 9,700 miscel- 
laneous claims. Since February, 1919. 
It has disposed of 64,174 allotment 
checks payable to veterans which the 
Fost Office Department reported unde- 
liverable. 

The Chapter is the unit of the Red 
Cross organization which Is accessible 
to every disabled veteran or his fam- 
ily. Between July 1, 1921, and June 30, 
1D_'2 the Chapters had reported 1,605,- 
079 instances of service to ex-service 
men and their dependents, at a cost 
estimated from reports now at hand of 
more than $3,340,000. 
r The basis of this far-reaching work 
of the Red Cross is the individual 
needs of the disabled veteran to the 
end that he may obtain his rights un- 
der the law, that his especial wants 
may be immediately supplied, that his 
own and his family's situation may be 
rendered happy and cheerful, and that 
their outlook for future may
